ToMo, June 30.—A meeting of the council of ministers was held this 


morning, at} which the Mikado presided, and at which many important mat- 
ters were discussed. General Oyarna, field marshal, who will assume charge 
of the Japanese forces in the field, "was among those present. It was decided 
that after ~the fall of Port Arthur and the Russian evacuation of Liao-Yang, 
Marshal Oyama should address an ultimatum to General Kuropatkin, asking 
him to -surrender and thus avoid further bloodshed. It was also decided that 
Oyama should send a copy of this ultimatum to all the powers. Should Kuro- 
patkin refuse to surrender, tjhe Japanese anticipate that they will be able to 
annihilate his forces.

THE MILK SICK WEED. 


Uy>terlo» and Deadly Plant That 


Grow* In TenaeMiee. 


From time to time in the past five 


decades Tennesseeans have been stir- 
ted to a profound sense of interest In 
the state's mysterious malady, "milk 
sickness," as its deadly' reappearance 
in certain sections of the state has been 
followed by fatal results to hum an be- 
ings ami iu stock. No oue i-ua e\er 
discovered the cause of the malady 
from which death relieves the vietftu 
after such physical agony as almost 
deprives the human species of the pow- 
er of speech, and dumb brutes express 
their sufferings by frenzied search for 
water to cool the thirst which con- 
sumes them. Once- by a stream they 
plunge or fall into it and quickly drink 
themselves to death. 


The fatal sickness is known to a lim- 


ited extent in several sections of the 
state, but exists principally near Spar- 
ta, in White county. It is contracted 
through drinking the milk of the cows 
that have eaten a certain weed known 
as the "milk sick weed," which looks 
somewhat like clover and grows thickly 
on the infested land. But what consti- 
tutes the poison in the weed is no more 
determined today than it was when 
first located by the keen witted, na- 
ture wise mountaineers, who have been 
its chief victims. It has been ascribed 
at various times to minerals whose 
poison is absorbed'in the roots of the 
"milk sick" plant, to a vapor from 
some fungous growth and to the action 
of the dew producing, in connection 
with the life of the'plant, a certain 
poisonous acid. But all of these the- 
ories have tailed under tests applied 
by practical science. On the largest in- 
fected section known to exist in the 
limits of -the state, "Milk Sick moun- 
tain," in White county, no mineral 
whatever exists. Cattle which ate the 
"milk sick weed" after the dew had 
dried died in agony just as those who 
ate it when the dew was fresh and 
sparkling, and the strictest search fail- 
ed to find any fungous growth what- 
ever.—Louisville Courier-Journal. 


Pearla. 


The story of the fresh water pearl 


fishing in the Mississippi and its trib- 
utaries sounds like a 'tale from "The 
Arabian Nights." 
Since 1900 more 


than $3,000,000 worth of pearls have 
been taken, it is said, from the waters 
of the Mississippi valley, chiefly in the 
southern section. A boy found a but- 
ton shaped pearl near Muscatine, la. 
It weighed 168 grains and was a beau- 
ty, and he sold it to a dealer in gems 
for $2,1G8. The dealer sold if in New 
York later for $10;00.0. One sky blue 
pearl from Caney Fork, Terin.; brought 
$3,300 in London. A pearl from the 
Black river, Arkansas, which a man 
Who was fishing for bait found acci- 
dentally, brought §2,000. And so on. 
Shellfish abound in the inland lakes of 
the Adirondacks, and it is said that the 
quest for pearls is to be Begun there. 
Experts expect the^ search will be re- 
warded by a large and valuable find. 


The Niagara Falls Tunnel. 


The scenic tunnel under the Horse- 


Shoe falls of Niagara, which has just 
been completed, was undertaken for 
the Niagara tails Queen Victoria park 
commission in order to provide a per- 
fectly safe view of the cataract from 
below. A. shaft was sunk 127 feet, and 
from this a tv.nuel was constructed, 
curving out under the Horseshoe falls 
800 feet. From this laterals were run 
Into the gorge, where large observation 
rooms will be constructed of glass 
where tourists can sit In easy chairs 
and look oat. A large electric elevator 
has been put into the shaft, and from 
the bottom a large board walk has 
been constructed to the mouths of the 
various tunnels. 


Increase of Population. 


Few persons have any idea of the ex- 


traordinary manner in which the popu- 
lation of Europe has Increased during 
the last century. According to statis- 
ticians, this population, assuming it to 
have been 1,000 in 1800, had increased 
by the year 1900 to 2,148. In other 
words, it had more than doubled itself 
within a hundred years. To this in- 
crease the Latin nations of the west 
and southwest contributed the least, 
and the greatest growth was In the 
east, where the people have not yet be- 
come thoroughly saturated with the 
ideas of modern civilization. — New 
York Herald. 


Elephant 


In those lands where horses are the 


food of men all manner of flesh goes 
the way of the sausage machine. Re- 
cently there had to be slaughtered at 
Ghent an elephant well known in Bel- 
gium by the name of Jack, the last in- 
habitant of the zoological garden, and 
his flesh, which is stated to have 
weighed 3,800 pounds, or nearly two 
tons, all weat to the sausage makers. 
In addition there were 1,100 pounds of 
bone; head, 250 pounds; heart, 50 
pounds; liver, 100 pounds; tongue, 30 
pounds; skin, 1,000 pounds, and vis- 
cera, 600 pounds. 


Poison l-ry, 


There are so many cases of poisoning 


from Rhus toxicodendrum, or poison 
Ivy. every year that the caution to 
beware of it can hardly be repeated 
too often. Remember this: Poison ivy 
baa three leaflets and berries of a dirty 
white color. Virginia creeper, which 
to much resembles poison ivy in habit 
of growth and general appearance, has 
five leaflets and purple, berries. Just 
to bear in mind this simple distinction 
makes all the difference between safe- 
ty and suffering.

THE BIG CONVENTION. 


(Continued from Page One.) 


policies in recent years, that was ap- 
propriate enough. 
But at St. Louis 


the ceneral figure will be a large pic- 
ture of Thomas Jefferson. 
Repuoli- 


oans may say that that is another indi- 
cation that the Democratic party is 
living in th.e past. But to Democrat^ 
— and this is to be a Democratic con- 
vention — the contrast will have an- 
other significance. 


There will be no pictures of the only 


living Democratic ex-president, Mr. 
Cleveland, nor of any of the candi- 
dates for the presidential nomination 
in the hall. In this respect the deco- 
rations will Le non-partisan. 


The hall itself is oval in shape and 


of substantial structure. Great steel 
girders support the roof, which is arch- 
ed so as to afford the greatest acoustic 
properties. A tier of seats rising; fron' 
the floor of the hall extends around 
each side and a gallery up nearer the 
roof increases the accommodations for 
visitors. There are sepTs provided to1 


10,500 perrons in the hall. Three thou- 
sawt of lliese are on the floor itself, 
stil1 ieavnj; ample aisle room. 


In the arrangement of these seats a 


new itie" has neen carried irto effect 
by Serjeant at Arms John I. Martin, of 
St Louis, who has officiated in a sim- 
ilar capacity m the last three Deir.c- 
cratic conveuttons. and who is the ^re- 
siditip sen-HP in charge of eveiy detail 
here. Colonel Martin is makine, an ef- 
fort to have this convention so perfect- 
ly arranged that it will be a model fcr 
all future aibPinMies of tibe kind, and 
he is quite liable to "make good." 


The speakers' j-iatfoini is. iti the cen- 


ter of the north bide of the hail, one of 
the long curves of tne oval. It is rais- 
ed about five feet trorn the floor. 


Uaek of ir.K slatfcim ib a tier a\ 


teats for tne ir,«?u)bers of the national 
committee and distinguished guests. A 
row of boxes extends all the way 
around the hall, like those in Madison 
Square garden, New York, at the horse 
show, and these, too, will be reserved 
for distinguished people. 


Immediately to the risht and left of 


the platform are the desks for the 
working newspapermen — those repre 


ports must be dashed off at once to the 


176 on each side. 
Jus>t back of them 


are railed-oft sections containing 300 
chairs on each side for the Use of the 
representatives of the weekly papers 
and the magazines. Altogether there 
will be over 700 seats on the floor re- 
served for the press. 


Stairways in front of the correspond- 


ents and by the side of the platform 
lead dowr. directly to the 
telegraph 


offices of the Western 
Union on one 


side and the Postal Telegraph company 
on the other, so that "copy" may be 
rushed to the wires without delay. 


Back of the correspondents on each 


side—and here is where the new idea 
comes in—are the seats for the alter- 
nates. Heretofore in all national con- 
ventions the alternates have been 
stretched in long lines from end to end 
of the hall back of the delegates. 


The delegates themselves, in a wide- 


pointed wedge formation, will occupy 
the exact center of the floor, stretching 
from directly in front of the speakers' 
platform to the rear of the hall. They 
will be seated on each side of a wide 
aisle leading straight to the platform, 
and there will be an aisle on each side 
of flhem, so that a delegate who is call- 
ed to the platform to speak, or who de- 
sires to send a telegraph message, can 
do so without disturbing his colleagues. 


The drawing ot seats for the dele- 


gations, which is done by a blindfolded 
boy, who draws the nan'e of each state 
from a box previously well-shaken, 
occur in a day or two in the office of 
the sergeant-at-aims. The first names 
out of the box get the front seats, and 
the lottery frequently has peculiar re- 
sults. Just how it will turn out 
thife 


year will not be made known until the 
day before the convention, when (he 
standards, bearing the name of each 
state, will be placed in position. 


These standards, by the way. will be 


fastened securely to the floor so that 
delegates in a moment of erthusiasm 
ma> not snatch them up and bear them 
in triumph around the hall. That is a 
favorite 'stunt" of the delegate and 
frequently results in much confusion 
because of his inability to find the 
place from which he took the standard 
when he wants to replace it. 


At the east end of the hall a com- 


plete postoffice is being fitted up with 
letter boxes for each delegate and al- 
ternate. This will be under the charge 
of Assistant Postmaster Henry F. Wy- 
man, of St. Louis; \Vm. M Drunim, 
the efficient secretary to the sergeant

A corps of carriers will be in 


attendance to carry the mail to the del- 
egates in their seats, thus making the 
mail delivery as nearly as rapid as 
telegraphy as it is possible to make it. 


Right or ten long-distance telephone 


boxes are arranged on the north side 
in close proximity to the stairs leading 
to the telegraph rooms. 


In the southeast corner of the build- 


ing an emergency hospital nas been lo- 
cated, fitted up with all the latest ap- 
pliances. 
This has been established 


under the auspices of Dr. John H. Si- 


mon, 
president of the St. Louis board 


of health. Doctors, two trained nurses, 
an ambulance and attendants with 
stretchers will be in constant attend- 
ance. 


An innovation is the appointment as 


jfflcers of the convention of a number 
of "honorary medical officers." 
Each 


member of the national committee has, 
in response to invitation, named one of 
these officers from each stale, and a 
finely engrossed. and colored commis- 
sion has been issued to them as well as 
to the doorkeepers, 
assistant ser- 


geants-at-arms. special officer?, ushers, 
etc. 


Every attention has been given to- 


wards promoting the comfort of the 
delegates and others in the hall. 
Nu- 


merous electric fans have been placed 
at advantageous points to keep the air 
cool and in circulation. In the north- 
east corner has been placed a huge ice

vanced Latin lie passed "with credit" 
and in advanced .Greek "with honor." 
At last she was in college, dom^; the 
work to which she had so lor.g looked 
forward. 


How it impressed her she told in a. 


theme published in the Badcliffe Maga- 
zine, March, 1901: 


"There are disadvantages in going 


to college, I find," she wrote. "The one 
I feel most Is lack of time. I used .to 
have time to think, to reflect, my mind 
and I. But in ccllege there is no time 
to commune. One leaves the dearest 
pleasuies—solitude, books, imaginaHon 
—otilside with the whistling pn.es and 
the sunlit, odorous woods. It is impos- 
sible, £ think, to read four or five differ- 
ent books in different languages and 
treating of widely different subjects m 
one day and not lose sight of the very 
end for which one reads—mental stim- 
ulus and enrichment. Just now my 
mind is so full of heterogeneous matter 
that I aln-o&t despair of ever being able 
to put it in order."

progress. No special corce.ssions havp 
been made to her and she has cTi :a;nc 1 
her decree absolutely in Ihe rrgn'ar 
course. Of the subjects offered by Rad- 
clift'e many -yere shut otjt from a bi'ml 
person, while others were impossible 
for a person both deaf and blind. Miss

In translation courses Miss Keller 


would follow with one hand the text on 
the Dig book m Iront of her, -vhile into 
the other Miss Sulli\an would spell 
the instructor's comments. Bach day 
after lectures Miss Keller wrote out on 
her Braille "nachiiie all that she could 
recollect of what hacrbeen said. 


One difficulty to be met was She lack 


of books in the language of the blind. 
Through the generosity of William 
Wade, however, many books 
were 


made specially for Miss Keller. But in 
all cases in was not possible to obtain 
books 
In the history courses, for in- 


stance, a. vast amount of collateral 
reading was n.jcessary. and an enor- 
mous area of ground had to be covered 
through Miss Sullivan's spelling pas- 
sages into Miss Keller's hand. 


Through all the toilsome days of her 


college course Helen Keller did not 
neglect outside interests. 
Tn her fresh- 


man year she was elected vice presi- 
dent ot her class and again in her sen- 
ior year. 


Several of her cilassirates learned to 


talk with her in. the manual language. 
She walks, rows and rides a bicycle, 
and is fond of dancing.

pleasuies in college, however, have 
been the conquering of the difficulties 
confronting her ambition to take the 
full course as other girls who have all 
their faculties.

•Kothrra' Snb«tlt*t«" Would Create 


• New Occupation For Wonrn. 
We suy everybody ought to have a 


vacation. No one tries to excuse this 
necessity. 
Almost every one has at 


•ome time experienced its benefits. It 
Is not uncommon to hear that some 
radical change of surroundings and 
occupation has broxight back strength 
supposed to be lost forever or even 
cured what seemed a mortal disease. 
But those who need this change the 
most are the very ones who are un- 
able to expect such a thing, much less 
enjoy it. 


The more responsible the occupation 


tention and the more sure the conse- 
quent physical exhaustion and mental 
strain. 
Lovp for one's 
occupation 


lightens work, but it very frequently 
defers the necessary rest. It should 
be made imperative that those people 
who have the greatest responsibilities 
should include a vacation in their plans 
for each year. 


It is unnecessary to prove that a 


mother holds the niqs>t responsible of 
all positions, aud we must add to this 
responsibility the sewing, cooking and 
cleaning that fall to the lot of the fiver- 
age mother. But who ever heard of a 
mother having a vacation— a real va- 
cation, not a trip with the children, 
but a complete separation from home 
ties and associations? That this idea 
sounds like heresy may be sufficient 
proof of the necessity for such a 
change.

They must become either 
servants or dependents. -Many such 
women are well educated and fitted to 
become a member of any good home 


It is plain that such an occupation 


as the proposed would require remark- 
able women, women able to do and 
oversee all kinds of housework, to en- 
tertain and care for children, to meet 
each emergency w-ith promptness and 
tact, to lavish at little worries and over- 
come all friction with ready adaptabil- 
ity. The capability is the result ob- 
served in the maturity of all intelligent 
domestic women.
